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Mortgage burning ceremony 


signals end of church debt 


By Eldon Kemp 


Madée- The congregation of 


the Madoc Wesleyan & Free 
Methodist Church will bid a 
final farewell on Sunday, Mar. 
6 to the debt incurred during 
a $350,000 renovation and ex- 
pansion project in 1998-99. 
During the 11 a.m. service 
of celebration, officials of the 
church will send up in smoke 
a page representing the mort- 
gage papers. The ceremony fol- 


lows the complete repayment of 
the debt in February, 14 years 


ahead of schedule. 
The project involved an 


a8 approximate doubling of the 


size of the church building, 
located at 137 Elgin St., just 
east of Centre Hastings Sec- 


ondary School. On the main 
floor, a new sanctuary over- 
flow area, which also serves 
as a multi-purpose room, was 
built, along with a new foyer, 
nursery, pastor's office church 
office, and handicapped-acces- 
sible washroom. 

In the lower level, a new fel- 
lowship hall which can seat 
200 at tables, and a new serv- 
ery were built. The basement 
level also includes a new youth 
room. 

Several members of the con- 
gregation, along with others 


from neighbouring churches, . 


volunteered to work along with 
the main contractor, in an effort 
to keep costs down. Local sup- 
pliers and tradespeople sharp- 


ened their pencils to provide 
the best possible prices. 

By the time the project was 
completed, the people had giv- 
en more than $160,000 toward 
the cost. Another $175,000 was 
borrowed with a 20-year pay- 
back period, but through gen- 
erous and sacrificial giving, 
the debt was erased in only six 
years. Substantial gifts from 
the estates of Lena Rose and 
Rachael Robinson helped to 
accomplish the accelerated 
amortization.

Donnell of Marlbank, will be 
on hand for Sunday's service.

Q. My children are 
university students, 
age 19 and 21.

. Yes. There is no age 
limit for claiming 
medical expenses for 
children or other 
dependants. You can 
claim medical 
expenses you paid for 
anyone who is 
dependent on you for 
support, regardless of 
age.

Bancroft---It was an unprece- 
dentéd opportunity to see On- 
tarios transplanted elk from Al- 
berta in the wild, so 62 people 
piled into two buses at-Madoc 
for the exceptional viewing at 
Joe Neuhold’s cottage north of 
Bancroft. 

But it was an experience that 
once again fanned the flames 
of controversy. The argument 
continues between the purists 
who insist the elk should be left 
to fend for themselves in their 
own natural environment and 
others who believe these mag- 
nificent creatures need a little 
help to get them through the 
harsh winter. 

In the middle are the Min- 
istry of Natural Resources and 
the Quinte chapter of the Rocky 
Mountain Elk Foundation, which 
sponsored the Sunday afternoon 
viewing of the famed Hartsmere 
Herd as a fundraiser. 

Rick Rosatte, a senior research 
scientist with the MNR, says the 
Ministry frowns on the feeding

because it doesn't want to see the 
animals become too reliant on 
human help. 

However, Rosatte fully sup- 
ports the Rocky Mountain Elk 
Foundation’s first-time viewing 
experiment of the restoration 
herd. A little town in Pennsyl- 
vania has an elk-viewing pro- 
gram that is a tourism bonanza 
grossing $1 million a year. There 
are those in the region who be- 
lieve Bancroft can reprise that 
success. 

The 76-year-old Neuhold, 
the self-styled Elk Man, has as- 
sumed the job of caring for the 
Hartsmere herd of about 38 elk, 
which basically haven't moved 
very far away from his door all 
winter. Joe is the custodian of 
some 2,000 acres of prime wood- 
land near the north end of Wes- 
lemkoon Lake owned by Ger- 
man industrialist Klaus Reimold. 
The latter generally makes only 
one two-week visit a year to his 
large chalet close to the cabin 
where Neuhold lives.

Spring Equine Vaccines

vinced it has kept the elk herd 
healthy and prevented the loss 
of many of the animals through 
starvation. The early winter ice 
storm, and the resulting crust 
on the snow, made if very dif- 
ficult for the elk to get around 
the forest and forage for food, 
points out Joe.

The MNR says human feeding 
of the elk should be allowed only 
in an emergency situation.

Jason St. Michael, Regional 
Director of the Rocky Mountain 
Elk Foundation, expressed elation 
about the public viewing fund- 
faiser-"a very important mile- 
stone in the seven-year history of 
the elk restoration project.” 

Watching the people moving 
into close proximity to the elk as 
they fed just outside Neuhold’s 
cottage door, St. Michael de- 
scribed the afternoon as “a re- 
sounding success.” 

For St. Michael, accompanied 
by his son Cody, it was the first 
time he had actually seen the 
elk in the wild. 

“I've been here to see Joe a few 
times in the spring or summer 
but there were no elk around at 
that time. The elk had reverted to 


their natural habitat at that point 


of the year,’ he explained. 

St. Michael said he isn’t op- 
posed to the feeding so much 
as the personal handling of the 


"elk. 


“If the food was just left in 
some corner of the bush so there 
wasnt as much personal con- 
tact that wouldn't be so bad,” 
he said. 

It's difficult, however, to dispute 
the success of the Bancroft area 
elk program. The experiment 
started with 120 animals being 
transplanted there in 1998. Now 
there are about 200 despite the 
normal mortality impact in the 
wild. Joe Neuholds role as a care- 
taker in his section of the area,

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Bullying is conscious, 
deliberate and hostile 


As the editor of the Madoc Review, I have spoken to young 
people who don't want to go to school because the threat of 
bullies have created fear in their lives. Both parents and child 
seem at a loss of what to do; how to put a stop to it. 

‘The question seemingly left hanging in the air left a bad 
taste in my mouth. I hope this helps. 

Bullying is a conscious, deliberate and hostile activity in- 
tended to harm, according to a fact sheet provided by the 
Ontario Provincial Police. 

The four markers of bullying are: an imbalance of power; 
intent to harm; threat of further agression and when bullying 
escalates, unabated terror, the OPP report. 

The tip sheet offers advice on how to report bullying: 

» Arrange a meeting for you and your child with the ap- 
propriate person at the school. + Bring the facts in writing to 
the meeting: the time, date, place, children/youth involved, 
the specifics of the incidents and the impact the bullying has 
had on your child as well as how your child has attempt- 
ed to try to stop the bullying. » Work with your child and 
school personnel on a plan that addresses what your child 
needs right now in order to feel safe, what “he/she can do to 
avoid being bullied and to stand up to any future bullying, 
and whom he/she can go to for help. « Find out what pro- 
cedures the bully will be going through and what kind of 
support the school is expecting from the parents of the bully. 
+ If you feel the problem is not being adequately addressed 
by the school, know that you can express your concerns and 
let the teacher and/or administrator know that you will take 
the next step to the school district board office and, if nec- 
essary, especially in the cases of serious abuse and racist or 


sexist bullying, to the police.

tap 1,000 sugar maples (2,000 
spouts) this year, collecting 
all the sap in buckets. Sugar 
maple trees are 40 years of age 
before they are tapped so this 
is not a business for someone 
in a hurry! 

In fact, in the early 1900's, 
the first Sharpes arrived from 
Ireland and began boiling sap 
in Cavan. Together with the 
McCamus family, they boiled 
in an 8’x24’ evaporator, dou- 
ble the size of the evaporator 
you see in Sharpe's sap house 
today. 

In 1989, David and Marga- 
ret Sharpe began tapping their 
first maples on Frost Hill Farm. 
Their son, David Jr., boiled the 
sap on a homemade evapora- 
tor. Over time, the family op- 
eration has expanded and the 
Sharpes now boil the sap in a 
3x12’ evaporator you'll be able 
to see in the sap house where 
the pancakes will be served. 

“We use 2-gallon or 5-gallon 
pails to collect the sap,’ Bryce 
explained, The pails are emp- 
tied twice daily by the fam- 
ily and a few helpers and the 
sap is taken directly to the sap 
house where the boiling pro- 
cess is begun. Their evapora- 
tor processes 100 gallons an 
hour - the faster it's boiled, the 
lighter the colour and more 
delicate the flavour of the fi- 


nal product, Bryce believes. 
A really sweet sap requires a 
shorter boiling time; sap with 
less sugar will produce a dark- 
er syrup. There is a chart that 
shows the percentage of sugar 
achieved by reading the differ- 
ent boiled temperatures of the 
syrup. Legal maple syrup in 
Ontario is 66.0% Brix. Extra- 
light, light, medium and am- 
ber grades all must be 66.0% 
Brix (sugar solutions). 

Once the syrup is boiled, it's 
mioved to a 700-gallon holding 
tank and then runs into the 
evaporator to finish the pro- 
cess and is bottled at a rate of 
2.5 gallons an hour. Each year, 
11 to 12 cords of cedar or pine 
are burned to make this deli- 
cious Candian treat. 

The Sharpes average 100 gal- 
lons of syrup annually. Bryce 
would like to see production 
increase to 175 gallons a year 
and then he could consider 
selling through retail outlets. 
Now, the year’s production is 
sold at the farm gate. 

Asked what kind of year 
he predicts 2005 to be, Dave 
Sharpe said. “You have to take 
what you get but I predict this 
year will be a good one; there's 
all kinds of water in the ground 
from a rainy fall and no break 
in the weather’, adding, “there 
are no poor years.”

Agriculture Ministers focus discussions on moving agriculture industry for 


Ottawa — Ministers met to 
discuss a number of initiatives 
to assist the agriculture industry 
in moving forward in this chal- 
lenging period of low and de- 
clining farm income. They also 
discussed yesterday's (March 2, 
2005) decision by a U.S. Dis- 
trict Court to grant a prelimi- 
nary injunction that effectively 
delays the opening of the U.S. 
border to Canadian live cattle 
under 30 months. The discus- 
sions were part of a scheduled 
mid-year meeting between fed- 
eral, provincial and territorial 
Ministers of Agriculture in Ot- 
tawa on March 2-3, 2005. 

Ministers expressed their dis- 
appointment over the U.S. Dis- 
trict Court decision to grant a 
preliminary injunction to pre- 
vent implementation of the USS. 
rule that would have allowed 
a resumption of U.S. imports 
of live cattle, other ruminants 
and a wider range of products 
derived from them. They vowed 
to continue their efforts to nor- 
malize trade between Canada 
and the United States, and to 
increase access to other inter- 
national markets. Ministers 
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agreed to maintain the current 
set-aside programs under the 
Repositioning the Livestock 
Industry Strategy announced 
on September 10, 2004, and to 
monitor the situation so that 
measures continue to respond 
to industry needs. 

Ministers also discussed 
changes to feed regulations in 
line with the recommendations 
of the international team of ex- 
perts on BSE. They agreed to 
work closely together to find 
solutions to the issue of dis- 
posal of specified risk materi- 
als (SRM) as quickly as pos- 
sible. Ministers welcomed the 
announcement of $80 million 
in the Federal Budget for SRM 
disposal. 

Recognizing the difficult eco- 
nomic conditions currently fac- 
ing producers, governments 
continue to provide signifi- 
cant funding to address farm 
income challenges. Assistance 
to farmers reached an all-time 
high of $4.9 billion in 2004. The 
Canadian Agricultural Stabili- 
zation Program (CAIS) alone 
is paying out more than $1.3 
billion a year for 2003, 2004

As referenced in the Federal 
Budget, Ministers committed 
to working together to find a 
better means of effectively en- 
gaging producers in joint man- 
agement of business risk under 
CAIS, and to working towards 
sustainable solutions for future 
program years. Officials were 
directed to develop alternatives 
to the current CAIS deposit to 
be presented to Ministers at their 
annual meeting in July 2005, and

Scientific studies indicate that 
BSE is spread when cattle eat 
certain proteins from BSE-in- 
fected animals. To limit this 
potential occurrence, Canada 
implemented a feed ban in 1997. 
‘This measure was introduced 
as a proactive precaution, well 
before BSE was detected in Ca- 
nadian-born cattle. The feed 
ban requires feed and feed in- 
gredient manufacturers to fol- 
low certain procedures so that 
materials that could cause BSE 


to spread are not intentionally 


included in cattle feed. It also 
requires livestock producers 
to feed cattle and similar ani- 
mals only with feeds that do 
not contain potentially harm- 
ful materials. 

International experience has 
shown that feed controls, such 
as Canada’s feed ban, are the 
critical measure to check BSE 
spread and eradicate the dis- 
ease over time. Given the feed

markets. 

Mr. Peters says the funding is 


in addition to the $1.3 million 
the OCA received tor dead- 
stock collection last February 
under the “Ontario Cull Ani- 
mal Strategy.” . 

The province is also provid- 
ing a total of $800,000 under 
the third phase of the Mature 
Animal Abattoir Fund to help 
the livestock industry expand 
domestic slaughter capacity.

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Calving Problems 
Your entire vear as a cow-calf operator depends on a healthy live calf 
from every cow 
When its time to calve, beef cows will stop eating, walk around with 
their tail elevated for a few hours, and start having contractions. When 
they reach the 2nd stage of labour with frequent contractions, they will 
le on their side and push. The waterbag should be visible within 30 
minutes. After it breaks, two front feet and a tongue should be visible. 
Good binoculars are invaluable; you can watch without distracting the 
cow. If there is no progress despite contractions, it's time to intervene. 
Cows should deliver within 30 minutes of 2nd stage labour, heifers 
within one hour 
Reware of cows that enter the first stage of labour (tail up, some 
pushing) and then just stop. This is often your only indication that 
something is wrong. These cows often have a uterin€ torsion. They need 
veterinary attention right away! If you need to assist, move the cow to 
a clean, deeply bedded calving pen. This pen is ideally only inhabited 
for a few hours so it stays clean and disease free 
Remember the calving basics: safety, hygiene, lots of lubrication and 
your vet's phone number 
Only assist a calving when you are 100% sure the position is correct 
and the size is reasonable. Most calves are 70-90 Ibs but we see 135 Ib 
newborns! If two strong people cannot pull the calf by hand, something 
is wrong. It's time to call us. 
Wishing you a fruitful and healthy calving season!
